On the rates of advertising in 1855 there was no deduction, but, accord- 
ing to our present rules, an advertisement continued three or more times is 
entitled to a deduction of 25 per cent., and when advertising to the amount of 
$100 in the year is engaged in advance, there will be a further deduction of 
25 per cent. Thus, a page which in 1855 would have cost $48, costs now, for 
one insertion, only $20; and if continued three times, only $15 for each in- 
sertion; and, if $100 advertising in one year be engaged in advance, the cost 
of each would be only $11 25, while the cost to the yearly advertiser, re- 
gardless of frequency of change, is but $7 70. 

The above reductions have been made voluntarily, as the increased adver- 
tising patronage of the paper would warrant; and should a still greater 
modification of terms be justifiable, it will be promptly made.

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Riterary Intelligence. 


Boox anp Lrsnary Sates.—The prospect, this year, is fair for as large a 
number of book sales as usual. Owing to the falling off, during the fall and 
winter, a new impetus seems to be given to this branch of business. We 
have before us the catalogue of ‘‘a large and valuable collection of works 
upon America and Holland,” in examining which we find many very curious 
early printed works, comprising travels of Americus Vespuccius, 1509; Peter 
Martyr, 1574; Apiana ographiz, with maps, 1584; Benzoni, 1578; 
Dapper’s Neue Welt, with views and maps of New York, or Novum Amster- 
odamum, 1697 ; Hernandez Novum Plantarum, 1651. Also,many very valu- 
able works upon Bibliography, Autographs, Tracts, Quakers, ete., etc. This 
sale is advertised by Bangs, Merwin & Co., for March 20 and 21. Messrs. D. 
Appleton & Co. present us with a voluminous catalogue of sixty-four pages, 
and comprising nearly 1,800 separate titles, forming a clearance sale. In our 
examination of this catalogue, we find so much of value, that our space will 
not admit of more than a general reference. It comprises all of the large 
galleries of engravings known as the Musée Frangais, Stafford Gallery, Gal- 
erie de Florence, Musée Imperial, Roberts’ Holy Land. Also, for the first 
time at auction in this country, Dr. Dibdin’s Bibliographical Works, which 
at sales in London have realized fabulous prices. Our Free Academy can 
here have an opportunity of adding the Delphin Classics, the Elzevirs, and 
other valuable educational works to its library. The Geographical Society 
will find a copy of Blane’s great Atlas, 11 volumes, folio vellum, with over 
500 maps, a great desideratum, and we can invite the attention of book- 
buyers generally to the capital opportunity here offered. We have received 
from Messrs. Leavitt & Co. their semi-annual Trade Sale Catalogue, a volume 
of 380 pages, and comprising over 8,000 distinct titles, and probably one mil- 
lion, or more, of separate volumes. This sale, which is confined to the book 
trade, will commence Thursday morning, March 29, and continue day and 
evening, for one week.’ As far as we can learn, there is every probability of 
a large and profitable sale. Messrs. Thomas & Sons, of Philadelphia, offer a 
fine collection of invoices. The sale to take place on the 19th instant. In 
addition to these we are advised of the sale of Dr. Percival’s Library, in 
Boston ; the collection of the late Mr. Deeth, numbering 100,000 volumes, in 
Washington, and the Library of Mr. Crowninshield, the sale of which has 
been transferred to London.—Century.

W. A. Townsenp & Co. publish “Life Before Him: a Novel.” The 
author says in the course of his dedication: “I have attempted in this book 
no moral as an end. You will find in my pages simply Life, a theme which 
I must humbly claim to be neither too low nor too insignificant for either of 
us. Itis my only regret that I have so inadeqnately caught its splendid 
colors and rich meanings; but, while I cannot applaud the success of this 

rformance, I trust that the book does not altogether lack pages in which 
the life and vital spirit are not indifferent expositors of the truth and value 
of my theory.” Also, “ Against Wind and Tide,” by Holme Lee, author of 
“Sylvan Holt’s Daughter,” “ Kathie Brande,” etc., ete. 


D. Arrteton & Co. have got out three volumes by Miss Sewell, author of 
“ Amy Herbert,” “Thoughts for the Holy Week,” ete. They are respec- 
tively entitled, “Passing Thoughts on ;Religion,” “History of the Early 
Church, from the first Preaching of the Gospel to the Council of Nicea: for 
the Use of Young Persons ;” and “ Night Lessons from Scripture,” of which 
latter the author observes: ‘‘It is highly beneficial, and, it is to be hoped, 
not a very unusual Ewe to read some portion of the Holy Scriptures at 
the hour of rest. Children, and persons not well acquainted with every part 
of the Bible, are, however, often at a loss what portion to choose, and it is to 
meet this need that the following compilation has been made.” 


Arrtecate & Co., Cincinnati, publish “Progression; or, the South De- 
fended,” by Millie Mayfield, of New Orleans, who says: ‘To the intelligent, 
reasoning, and generous thinkers among my countrymen and countrywomen 

ose who are willing, with unjaundiced eyes and unprejudiced opinions, 
to weigh the South and her Institutions in the balance of Justice, against 
fanaticism and error—this volume is sincerely dedicated ; while it is respect- 
fully submitted to the consideration of all believers and admirers of the mon- 
strosities set forth in ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin,’ et hac omnia genera, for the 
urpose of deceiving and misleading the masses.” Also, “ First Quarrels and 
irst Discords in Married Life: to which is added a Matrimonial Peace- 
Offering,” edited by James H. Burk. The purpose of this volume is to 
“ promote connubial happiness.” 








Harper & Broruers have got out in one compact 8vo. volume the “ Nar- 
rative of the Earl of Elgin’s Mission to China and Japan, in the years 1857, 
58, and ’59,” by Lawrence Cliphant, Esq., private secretary to Lord Elgin; 
author of the “ Russian Shores of the Black Sea,” ete. Mr. Oliphant says: 
“In the following pages I have endeavored to give a history of the proceed-

ings of the Special Mission to China and Japan, which extended over a period 
of two years. It has been thrown into the shape of a personal narrative, in 
the hope that it would convey, in a more amusing and readable form, the 
record of our experiences in those empires.” The work contains a number of 
interesting illustrations. 


Ticknor & Fretps have got out Hawthorne’s new and anxiously expected 
work, ‘The Marble Faun; or, the Romance of Monte Beni.” “Mr. Haw- 
thorne observes in his Preface: ‘‘ This romance was sketched out during a 
residence of considerable length in Italy, and has been re-written and pre- 
pared for the press in England. The author proposed to himself merely to 
write a fanciful story, evolving a thoughtful moral, and did not purpose at- 
tempting a portraiture of Italian manners and character. He has lived too 
long abroad not to be aware that a foreigner seldom acquires that knowledge 
of a country at once flexible and profound, which may justify him in endea- 
yoring to idealize its traits. Italy, as the site of his romance, was chiefl 
valuable to him as affording a sort of poetic or fairy precinet, where actualt- 
ties would not be so terribly insisted upon as they are, and must needs be, in 
America, No author, without a trial, can conceive of the difficulty of writ- 
ing a romance about a country where there is no shadow, no antiquity, ro 
mystery, no picturesque and gloomy wrong, Lor anything but a common- 
place prosperity, in broad and simple day-light, as is happily the ease with 
my dear native land. It will be very long, I trust, before’ romance-writers 
may find congenial and easily handled themes, either in the annals of our 
stalwart republic, or in any characteristic and probable events of our individ- 
ual lives. Romance and poetry, ivy, lichens and wall-flowers need ruin to 
make them grow.” ‘They have also got out in 2 vols. a new and enlarged 
edition of the Poems of T. Buchanan Reaa. 


O. Hvutcutnson favors us with a copy of “Extemporaneous Discourses, de- 
livered in the Broadway Church, New York; reported as delivered, and re- 
vised and corrected by the Author,” by E. H. Chapin, D. D. 


T. B. Pererson & Broruers publish a new volume by Mrs. E. D. E. N- 
Southworth, entitled ‘The Haunted Homestead; and other Nouvellettes, 
with an Autobiographyjof the Author,” by Mrs. E. D. E. N. Southworth. 


Watxer, Wise & Co. issue the “ Life of Jesus: a Manual for Academic 
Study,” by Dr. Carl Hase, Professor of Theology in the University of Jena: 
translated from the German of the third and fourth improved editions, b 
James Freeman Clarke, who says: “ The ‘ Life of Jesus,’ by Carl Hase, which 
is now offered to the American reader in an English form, bas been long known 
and appreciated in Germany, where it has passed through several editions. 
The present translation was made from the third improved edition, printed 
at Leipsic, 1840, but has been compared with and corrected from the fourth 
edition, 1854. The first edition appeared in 1829. Among the many works 
on the same subject which have appeared in Germany, this of Hase is distin- 
guished by uniting decision with impartiality, and moderation of opinion with 
entire freedom. The book avoids extremes, without trying to avoid them. 
It treats its subject with fearless earnestness, but the result arrived at is 
neither the conelusien of Strauss ner that of Hengstenberg.”
